His mind appeared to be detached from the world, and he often spoke of his 
dissolution being near with perfect composure and seeming pleasure, After 
he was confined to his bed, while laboring under the most excruciating pain, 
he would shout and rejoice in full assurance of a blessed immortality. 


A few hours before he left the world he was heard repeating over the names of 
Moses, Isaac, and Jacob, and others of the ancient and of McKendree who was 

his presiding elder when he was a traveling preacher, as though he was contem-
